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SECRETARY'S  PREFACE 

Tlie  Secretary  presents  the  Second  Report  of  Hie  Class 
of  1918  with  many  apologies.  Its  tardiness  in  appearing 
may  be  excused  slightly  but  not  completely  by  the  difficulty 
of  gathering  material,  and  the  fact  that  the  Secretary  finished 
law  school  and  entered  matrimony  since  the  Triennial  Re- 
union. The  report  is  not  nearly  as  complete  as  any  Secretary 
would  like  it  to  be.  There  are  a  number  of  cases  where  it  is 
physically  impossible  to  get  men  to  return  their  class  lives. 
The  future  reports  depend  absolutely  on  the  cooperation  of 
every  member  of  the  class,  and  unless  blanks  are  returned  as 
soon  as  possible  after  they  are  sent  out  all  subsequent  reports 
will  simply  be  a  lot  of  miscellaneous  information  rather  than 
an  accurate  account  of  what  the  class  has  been  doing.  Once 
again  the  plea  is  made  for  a  sincere  and  energetic  cooperation 
in  this  respect. 

The  Secretai-y  wishes  to  express  his  thanks  to  the  individual 
members  who  have  written  memorial  lives  of  those  men  who 
were  killed  in  war.  A  great  many  of  them  wished  these 
articles  to  be  unsigned  and  so  this  policy  was  made  uniform.

Cambridge,  Mass.  (.\merica)  Feb.  1,  1921 
(Special  Dress  Correspondence) 
A  ukase  was  promulgated  today  by  the  Ata- 
man of  the  Glass  of  1918  and  his  fellow  Adamites 
that  a  Triennial  Reunion  of  1918  would  take 
place  this  year  from  June  20  to  23.  This  an- 
nouncement followed  a  cabinet  meeting  at 
which  the  cabinet  was  emptied  and  only  the 
Ataman  was  able  to  emerge,  that  is  under  his 
own  steam.

Frederick  Atwood  was  born  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  October 
20,  1895.  He  prepared  for  college  at  Quincy  (Mass.)  High 
School,  entering  directly  from  there.  An  excellent  scholar 
and  fnll  of  energy,  he  at  once  selected  an  undergraduate 
activity  into  which  he  threw  his  whole  personality — debating. 
Throughout  his  three  years  at  Cambridge  he  was  the  domi- 
nant figure  in  the  class  in  all  matters  concerning  debating, 
and  believing  that  concentration  was  the  real  key  to  success, 
he  centered  his  whole  attention  on  this  one  chosen  field.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Freshman  Debating  Society  and  Man- 
ager of  the  Freshman  Debating  Team.  He  then  became  a 
member  of  the  University  Debating  Society  and  that  which 
he  wished  most.  Manager  of  the  University  Debating  Team. 
He  was  a  man  of  many  ideas  and  more  friends,  and  had  he 
not  been  called  away  from  his  Senior  year  by  the  war,  one 
may  be  sure  he  would  have  put  into  effect  many  of  his  pet 
plans  to  make  debating  a  major  intellectual  sport,  of  the 
same  interest  to  the  whole  undergraduate  body  as  athletics. 

Fred  was  a  member  of  the  University  R.  0,  T.  C.  from 
February  to  August,  1917,  and  then  entered  the  Officers' 
Training  Camp  at  Plattsburg.  On  November  27,  1917,  he  was 
commissioned  Second  Lieutenant,  Infantry,  and  assigned 
to  Company  M,  58th  Infantry,  4th  Division.  He  joined  his 
regiment  at  Camp  Greene,  Charlotte,  N.  C.  The  next  spring, 
in  May,  1918,  Fred  sailed  for  France.  He  was  sent  to  the 
front  a  short  time  after  his  arrival  and  was  killed  in  action 
on  August  6,  1918,  near  Fismes,  on  the  Vesle  river  during  the 
Mame-Aisne  offensive. 
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CSalket  IBIaine  IBeale 

In  every  class  there  is  one  person  who  is  soon  raised  to  a 
position  of  leadership  through  no  other  reason  than  the  love 
and  confidence  he  inspires  in  his  fellow  men.  And  in  our 
hearts  we  know  this  is  the  very  best  and  truest  of  reasons. 
Such  a  man  may  have  great  ability,  he  usually  has ;  but  the 
force  which  is  directly  and  consciously  operating  in  his  favor 
is  not  one  of  mind  or  intellect — it  is  heart,  character  and 
love.  Our  man  of  this  kind  was  Walker  Beale.  We  realized 
it  from  the  first  fall  days  of  1914  when  Walker  went  out  for 
Freshman  football  and  was  elected  captain  of  the  Smith  Hall 
team.  He  was  no  great  athlete,  but  he  loved  games  and  he  was 
a  real  leader  of  that  silly  little  team  which  wallowed  around 
in  the  mud  trying  to  put  Standish  and  Gore  in  their  proper 
places.  Before  that  inglorious  season  was  over  all  the  dub 
football  players  on  that  team  adored  Walker  Beale.  This 
feeling  spread  and  grew  with  tremendous  momentum — it 
never  stopped  increasing  while  Walker  was  in  Cambridge. 
In  every  position  of  trust  which  he  held  the  revelation  of 
an  unusual  ability  only  intensified  a  feeling  which  before 
was  sufficiently  secure  to  last  forever.  And  so  our  realization 
of  his  worth  grew  into  a  realization  that  no  class  ever  had 
nor  would  ever  have  anyone  just  like  him. 

An  enumeration  of  liis  activities  is  so  futile.  It  would 
have  meant  so  little  to  him  and  means  little  to  his  friends. 
What  remains  is  a  knowledge  that  a  great  person,  a  perfect 
mixture  of  sympathy,  fineness,  and  humanness,  had  been 
among  us,  that  is  the  thing  which  lasts  forever.  Yet  we  can 
remember  that  Walker  was  on  the  Freshman  Football  Squad, 
the  Freshman  Crew  Squad,  in  Social  Service  Work,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Republican  Club,  on  the  Freshman  Entertainment 
Committee,  on  the  Student  Council,  1916-17,  Vice-President 
of  the  Sophomore  Class,  on  the  Sophomore  Class  Executive 
Committee  and  a  member  of  almost  every  undergraduate  club 
in  Cambridge.  And  in  addition  to  this  he  was  loved  by  the 
goodies,  the  janitors,  the  postmen  and  everybody  who  had 
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anything  to  do  with  him.  AVith  all  this  he  was  a  real  human; 
he  was  not  filled  with  any  pseudo  uplift  nonsense,  nor  did 
he  pose  as  the  epitome  of  virtue.  He  had  just  enough  human 
facilities  to  make  him  dear  to  men  of  every  different  opinion 
and  experience.  What  he  did  do  was  to  let  out  completely 
and  naively  his  whole  exuberant  and  glorious  personality, 
and  it  won  everj'body  and  everywhere. 

This  is  the  type  of  man  which  war  takes.  He  entered  the 
Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Fort  Meyer  in  May,  1917,  and 
was  commissioned  First  Lieutenant,  Lifantry,  on  August  15, 
1917.  He  was  assigned  to  the  :310th  Infantry,  78th  Division 
on  September  26t.h.  In  May,  1918,  he  was  designated  officer 
in  command  of  Company  I  of  the  310tli  Infantry  and  shortly 
afterwards  he  sailed  for  France.  On  September  18,  1918,  he 
was  out  reconnoitering  with  some  men  of  another  division 
near  Xammes.  On  their  way  back,  while  about  200  yards 
from  the  German  lines,  they  came  out  of  the  woods.  The 
Germans  had  a  direct  observation  from  a  church  steeple. 
A  bomb  was  dropped  into  the  midst  of  them  from  this  observa- 
tion. Walker  received  severe  wounds  in  the  head,  legs  and 
chest  which  proved  fatal  and  he  died  at  the  Triage  at  Envezin 
that  evening. 
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^alcolm  Cotton  IBroton 

Malcolm  Brown  was  born  in  Chicago,  111.,  on  March  26, 
1897.  He  prepared  at  St.  Paul's  School  and  remained  in 
college  one  year  as  an  undergraduate.  During  the  summer 
of  1917  he  attended  the  Military  Engineering  Camp  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  On  his  way  home  to 
Hinsdale,  111.,  he  stopped  at  Toronto  and  made  his  applica- 
tion for  entrance  into  the  Royal  Flying  Corps.  He  took  his 
examination  and  was  accepted  at  once,  receiving  his  instruc- 
tion at  the  Canadian  camp,  Toronto,  and  at  Port  Worth, 
Texas.  On  January  12,  1918,  he  was  commissioned  Second 
Lieutenant,  and  early  in  February  he  sailed  for  England. 
There  he  completed  his  training  and  in  June  he  had  become 
a  First  Lieutenant  and  a  service  pilot.  He  joined  Squadron 
Ninety,  a  picked  squadron  of  pilots,  most  of  whom  came  from 
the  "Western  Hemisphere.  Brown  was  considered  an  aviator 
of  unusual  promise,  but  on  July  23,  1918,  the  machine  in 
which  he  was  making  a  flight  was  defective  and  it  collapsed 
above  the  aerodrome  near  Gloucester.  Even  his  skill  could 
not  save  him  and  he  crashed  to  the  ground  and  was  killed 
instantly.  His  life  was  a  sacrifice  to  the  newest  branch  of 
military  operations.  Yet  his  excellence  in  this  field  and  his 
enthusiasm  for  it  made  the  entire  time  during  which  he 
served  one  of  thrilling  enjoyment  and  complete  satisfaction. 
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dBIIiot  ^Dams  Cf)apin 

Elliot  Chapin  was  born  in  Wl'sI  Souierville,  Mass.,  on  May 
10,  1895.  He  came  to  college  from  Andover  and  settled  down 
in  Gore  Hall  where  he  commented  a  career  of  three  years  at 
Cambridge,  one  of  steady  and  ({uict  progress.  He  was  a 
person  of  much  influence  among  liis  friends,  thoroughly 
modest  about  an  excellent  mental  equipment,  and  wdth  a 
joyous  sense  of  humor.  Chapin  "s  laugli  was  something  to 
remember. 

He  enlisted  on  April  4,  1917,  in  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserves, 
Coast  Patrol,  but  in  August  he  decided  that  he  could  be  of 
more  value  in  some  other  branch  of  service.  He  therefore 
obtained  his  discharge  from  the  Naval  Reserves  in  August, 
1917,  and  on  August  25  he  enlisted  in  the  Roj^al  Flying 
Corps,  British  Army.  He  received  his  training  at  Toronto 
and  at  Fort  AVorth,  Texas,  where  he  was  commissioned  Sec- 
ond Lieutenant.  On  December  31  he  sailed  for  England  on 
the  Tunisan,  as  part  of  the  convoy  of  the  Tuscania,  which 
was  torpedoed  off  the  Irish  Coast.  In  England  he  received 
further  training  at  Salisbury  and  in  April,  1918,  he  was 
commissioned  First  Lieutenant.  He  was  attached  to  the  99th 
Bombing  Squadron  and  ordered  to  France.  He  and  several 
others  flew  over  the  Channel  and  across  France  to  the  head- 
quarters of  the  99th,  six  miles  from  Nancy.  On  June  27th 
the  squadron  was  attacked  when  about  25  miles  over  the 
enemy  lines.  The  gas  tank  of  the  machine  which  Chapin 
was  driving  w^as  hit  and  the  machine  burst  into  flames.  He 
and  his  observer  went  down  from  about  13,000  feet  some- 
where near  Metz. 
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Pbilip  Cunningham 

Philip  Cunningham  was  born  in  Gloucester,  Mass.,  on  June 
21,  1894.  He  prepared  at  Volkmann  School  and  spent  three 
years  as  an  undergraduate  in  Cambridge.  He  was  of  a 
serious  nature,  quiet  and  studious.  Though  he  had  no  illu- 
sions about  war,  he  was  intensely  interested  in  military  affairs 
and  had  much  training  as  a  soldier  in  the  Massachusetts 
State  Militia  before  our  entrance  into  the  war.  Those  w^ho 
had  served  with  him  declared  him  one  of  the  finest  of  soldiers. 

As  a  member  of  the  1st  Massachusetts  Field  Artillery, 
Battery  A,  he  was  on  the  Mexican  Border  during  the  summer 
of  1916.  When  war  was  declared  in  1917  he  went,  on  fur- 
lough, to  Newport  News  to  train  for  aviation.  While  there 
he  was  ill  with  typhoid  fever  and  by  the  time  he  had  re- 
covered, his  furlough  had  expired.  He  rejoined  his  regiment, 
which  had  been  federalized  and  later  designated  Battery  A, 
101st  Field  Artillery,  26th  Division.  He  sailed  for  France 
September  5,  1917.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Chateau  Thierry 
drive,  in  July,  1918,  Batterj-  A  was  at  Lucy  le  Bocage,  close 
behind  Bois  Belleau.  There  had  been  heavy  fighting  during 
the  night  of  July  18,  but  at  about  7.30  o'clock  the  next  morn- 
ing the  firing  ceased  and  the  men  started  on  their  way  to 
breakfast.  Suddenly  a  shower  of  shell  fell  in  and  about  the 
battery  position.  Cunningham  was  killed  instantly  and  sev- 
eral others  were  wounded.  He  lies  buried  in  an  American 
cemetery,  near  the  Marne,  at  Bezu  le  Guery. 
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Stephen  Whitney  Diekey  was  horn  in  New  York  on  Jan- 
uary 2ncl,  1897,  tlio  son  oL'  Cliark's  Duiiston  Dickey  and 
Louise  Whitney  Dickey.  He  jjrepareil  for  eoUege  at  St. 
Paul's  School,  Concord.  X.  H.,  as  had  liis  l)rother  and  his 
father  hefore  him. 

Whit  was  always  one  of  th.e  most  ])0i)idar  l)oys  in  school. 
He  stood  well  in  liis  stiitlics  and  was  a  <i()(),l  athlete,  although 
not  an  outstantling  one.  His  intei-est  was  i)i'incij)ally  in 
rowing. 

He  entered  Harvard  in  the  Kail  of  1!)14  alon^'  with  many 
friends  from  St.  Paufs.  He  there  continued  to  add  to  his 
wide  circle  of  devoted  friends,  won  him  hy  his  cheerfulness 
and  his  ever-present  smile. 

"When  the  War  came  on  he  was  too  young  to  enlist  in  the 
first  camps  hut  on  January  2nd,  1918,  his  21st  l>irthday,  he 
enlisted  in  the  National  Army,  and  was  assigned  to  the  New 
York  Division  then  training  at  Camp  Upton,  Long  Island. 
He  attended  the  Officers'  Training  Camp,  and  althongh 
recommended  for  a  Second  Lieutenancy,  was  ordered  abroad 
so  soon  afterwards  that  he  did  not  then  receive  his  commis- 
sion. He  became  a  Corporal  in  May  and  a  Sergeant  in  June. 
On  the  field  of  battle  he  was  promoted  to  a  Second  Lieuten- 
ancy, and  three  weeks  later  was  ti'ansferred  to  Company  C, 
110th  Infantry,  28tli  Division. 

As  an  officer  all  his  gentlemanly  instincts  and  thought  for 
others  came  to  the  fore.  An  unfailing  eft'ort  to  care  for  the 
welfare  of  his  soldiers,  and  indomitable  cheerfulness  are  two 
traits  which  endear  an  officer  to  his  men  more  than  any 
other.  Whit  had  these  two  to  a  marked  degree,  with  the 
natural  conseciuence  that  he  was  adored  by  his  men  who 
would  have  followed  him  anywhere. 

A  fellow  officer  in  his  Regiment  wrote  as  follows: 
"Time  and  again  through  August  and  September,  his  quiet 
ignoring  of  personal  risk  placed  him  in  positions  where  none 
could  understand   how  he  escaped  and  we  began  to  believe 
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he  bore  a  charmed  life.  During  the  first  day  and  a  half  of 
the  Argonne  Drive,  he  could  be  found  wherever  the  fighting 
was  hardest,  setting  an  example  of  endurance  and  cheer 
which  kept  his  men  wonderfully  in  hand. 

"About  noon  of  September  27,  the  regiment  entered  the 
little  village  of  Montblainville  and  began  the  arduous  task 
of  mopping  up.  It  was  here  that  Whitney  fell,  shot  by  a 
sniper  from  a  cellar  doorway." 

But  perhaps  the  best  summing  up  of  Wliit's  character  is 
that  shown  us  in  the  Avords  of  his  Major: 

"We  were  all  of  a  cheerfnl  nature  but  none  more  so  than 
Dickey.  He  was  always  smiling.  He  was  loved  and  re- 
si)ected  not  only  by  his  fellow  officers,  but  by  his  men.  The 
latter  is  the  true  estimate  of  an  officer.  The  men  seldom 
make  a  mistake." 

To  anyone  who  has  been  in  the  army,  the  full  force  of  this 
statement  is  apparent.  The  front  is  probably  one  of  the 
greatest  tests  which  a  man's  character  could  ever  be  called 
upon  to  endure.  If  he  must  make  the  supreme  sacrifice, 
fortunate  is  the  man  who  can  die  as  Whit  died  at  the  head 
of  his  troops,  leaving  behind  him  a  memory'  of  cheerfulness,, 
unselfislmes,  and  bravery,  loved  and  respected  by  officers  and 
men  alike. 
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The  life  of  a  most  tu-tive  luulcrfiraduate  is  a  suffieiently 
hard  thing  in  itself  to  write  faithfully;  one  feels  so  much 
which  can  never  be  expressed.  But  in  the  case  of  a  quiet, 
introspective  person  this  honor  is  one  doubly  hard  to  fulfill. 
The  indefiniteness  of  words  makes  all  writing  seem  futile. 
Roger  Dix  belonged  to  the  latter  class.  Tliree  elements  were 
cardinal  things  in  his  character;  a  capacity  for  very  deep 
and  sincere  friendship,  an  inspiring  happiness  and  optimism, 
and  an  almost  unconscious  but  rigid  sense  of  duty.  These 
qualities  were  always  evident  to  his  friends,  but  his  life  in 
college  was  such  that  they  were  never  revealed  to  a  large 
group  of  living  men  who  now  look  with  an  indescribable 
pride  upon  the  heroes  of  1918  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  war. 
There  is  now  a  natural  regret  that  one  could  not  have  known 
intimately  every  one  of  those  same  heroes.  And  yet  the  few 
who  were  closest  to  such  a  man  as  Roger  Dix  cannot  but 
feel  that  the  intense  giving  to  them  on  his  part  of  all  that 
goes  to  make  up  friendship  added  more  tow^ard  a  perfect 
fulfillment  of  his  life  than  would  have  a  more  widespread 
and  diffusive  activity. 

Roger  Dix  began  his  service  with  the  American  Field 
Service,  Section  1,  in  which  branch  he  spent  from  July  to 
October,  1917,  on  the  Verdun  front.  His  section  received  a 
Citation  Militaire.  In  November  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Air  Service  and  was  detailed  to  the  French  School 
of  Military  Aviation  at  Le  Crotoy.  On  May  12,  1918,  he 
was  commissioned  Second  Lieutenant  Air  Sersdce,  Military 
Aeronautics.  He  was  on  his  last  training  flight  on  May  15 
and  was  to  have  received  the  highest  honors  of  any  at  the 
school,  when  he  was  killed  in  an  aeroplane  accident.  He 
fell  from  a  height  of  200  metres  and  his  French  pilot  was 
also  killed.    He  was  buried  with  military  honors  at  Le  Crotoy. 
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Halpl)  31effer$on  jFeigl 

Ralph  Jefferson  Feigl,  known  by  us  as  Jeff,  was  one  of  our 
best.  There  was  in  his  manner  a  deep  strain  of  his  Texan 
ancestry,  although  he  was  born  and  raised  in  New  York 
State  and  fitted  himself  for  college  at  Cutler  School  of  New 
York  Cit,y.  He  came  to  Cambridge  with  us  in  1914  well 
prepared  to  be  a  Harvard  man.  However,  before  the  football 
season  was  over,  he  was  forced  to  withdraw  from  college, 
owing  to  a  badly  injured  knee ;  and  thus  Feigl  and  the  class 
lost  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  Freshman  Dormitories 
of  getting  mutually  acquainted. 

He  returned  to  college  in  1915  and  that  year  began  his 
military  training  by  enlisting  in  the  Harvard  Regiment.  He 
went  to  Plattsburg  in  1916 ;  became  an  acting  lieutenant  in 
the  R.  0.  T.  C.  during  the  following  j'ear;  and  in  May  was 
accepted  for  the  First  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Platts- 
burg, where  he  received  his  commission  as  2d  Lieutenant  in 
August,  1917.  The  following  month  he  sailed  for  France  as 
a  casual,  and  was  detailed  to  the  Artillery  School  at  Saumur, 
where  he  applied  himself  so  diligently  and  efficiently  that  in 
December  he  was  offered  a  promotion  and  an  instructorship 
in  the  Artillery  School,  which  he  refused,  preferring  active 
service.  In  January,  1918,  he  was  assigned  to  Battery  F, 
7tli  Field  Artillery,  1st  Division,  and  later  was  detailed  as 
liaison  officer.  While  acting  as  observation  officer  of  the 
battalion  on  INlarch  2],  1918,  he  met  his  death  and  gained  the 
honor  of  being  the  only  American  "killed  in  action"  on  the 
first  day  of  the  German  drive.  The  esteem  of  his  fellow 
officers  and  men  was  expressed  at  that  time  in  a  burial  with 
full  military  honors,  and  since  then  in  naming  all  American 
Legion  posts  of  the  1st  Division  wherever  located  "Jeff  Feigl 
Posts." 

He  was,  among  us,  always  known  for  the  nobleness  and 
gentility  of  his  every-day  manner.  He  never  failed  in  interest 
and  sympathy.  He  had,  particularly  to  those  who  knew  him 
well,  a  rare  kind  of  sustaining  philosophy  whose  expression 
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required  no  words.  By  his  instructors  and  coaches  he  was 
regarded  as  a  man  of  singular  perseverance  and  large  abilities. 
In  the  sterner  work  of  halting  a  desperate  advance  by  the 
enemy,  that  perseverance  and  ability  earned  for  him  a  fame 
which  is  not  likely  soon  to  fade.  There  was  in  Jeff  such  a 
quiet  sense  of  triumph  as  must  have  moved  Emerson  to  write 
that 

"Some  men  worry  thcinsolves  into  nameless  graves, 
Others  forjjet  themselves  into  immortalit3\" 
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Alfred  Wild  Gardner  was  born  August  29th,  1895.  He 
entered  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  N.  H.,  in  the  fall  of 
1908,  graduating  six  years  later  with  highest  honors.  He 
was  always  a  leader  but  he  confined  himself  to  no  one  branch ; 
he  led  in  everything  he  did. 

He  excelled  each  year  in  studies,  as  in  sports,  and  he 
worked  hard  as  an  officer  of  many  of  the  school  societies. 
Throughout  his  career  at  St.  Paul's  he  showed  the  leadership 
which  won  for  him  his  last  year  the  Frazier  Prize  "to  the 
boy  who  attains  highest  distinction  jointly  in  scholarship 
and  athletics." 

Entering  the  Freshman  Class  at  Harvard  in  the  fall  of 
1914  he  continued  to  lead  in  both  athletics  and  studies.  He 
became  a  member  of  most  of-  the  prominent  clubs,  such  as 
the  D.  K.  E.,  Institute  of  1770,  Stylus,  Hasty  Pudding, 
Phoenix,  S.  K.  and  A.  D. 

The  Harvard  Regiment  formed  during  his  Sophomore  year 
gave  him  his  first  military  training.  At  the  Plattsburg  Camp 
the  following  summer,  and  the  R.  0.  T.  C.  at  Cambridge  in 
the  fall,  he  was  a  Sergeant. 

His  hard  work  was  rewarded  for  about  a  month  after  war 
was  declared  he  was  appointed  a  Second  Lieutenant,  Infantry 
0.  R.  C.  and  was  ordered  to  Plattsburg  to  help  instruct  other 
student  officers. 

Three  months  later  he  was  assigned  to  Co.  H,  305th  In- 
fantry, 77th  Division,  then  forming  at  the  vast  new  Camp 
Upton,  Yaphank,  L.  I.  Within  a  few  weeks  he  was  made 
a  First  Lieutenant,  National  Army  and  Adjutant  of  the  2nd 
Battalion. 

His  Division  left  Camp  Upton  April  16th,  1918.  After 
a  hard  A'0.yage  during  which  an  enemy  U-boat  was  sunk,  his 
battalion  arrived  at  Liverpool,  sailed  from  Dover  to  Calais 
and  soon  found  itself  at  Audrehon,  a  typical  little  French 
village  in  the  training  area. 

But  Alfred  was  not  satisfied  with  his  job  as  Adjutant,  he 
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wrote  "I'd  rather  be  in  the  line  with  tlie  men."  As  a  first 
step  he  went  to  the  Britisli  "Scouting,  Observation  and 
Sniping  School,"  Aix-le-Chatean.  He  was  always  a  beautiful 
shot  with  the  army  rifle  so  he  must  have  thoroughly  enjoyed 
this  training. 

On  rejoining  his  regiment  he  again  sought  to  be  put  back 
in  his  old  Company  with  his  men.  He  had  met  with  no  suc- 
cess, however,  when  on  June  6tli  the  regiment  started  for  the 
front,  receiving  further  training  enroute.  Returning  from 
a  tour  of  observation  in  the  Migneville  sector  then  held  by 
the  42nd  Di^^sion,  Alfred  was,  to  his  delight,  assigned  to 
Company  E,  the  night  after  his  Battalion  took  over  the  front 
line  July  23rd.  He  Avas  once  more  a  "line  soldier"  and 
knowing  his  character,  I  know  what  keen  joy  it  must  have 
given  him.  He  alwaj'S  felt  his  job  as  Adjutant  was  too  soft, 
he  longed  for  a  chance  to  do  a  real  soldier's  work  and  he 
now  had  that  chance. 

The  sector  was  fairly  (piiet  and  tlio  Battalion  was  moved' 
from  place  to  place  for  some  weeks,  gaining  all  the  time, 
hoAvever,  more  experience  with  the  Bodies.  After  a  short 
time  at  the  Gas  School  at  Chaumont,  Alfred  rejoined  his 
Company  in  support  on  the  Vesle.  Here,  under  orders,  he  led 
his  men  a  thousand  yards  in  plain  view  of  the  Boches  under 
bright  moonlight  to  a  sunken  railroad  cut,  and  later  evac- 
uated them  without  a  single  casualty.  This  action  gained  for 
him  more  than  ever  the  utter  devotion  of  his  men  and  the 
unstinted  praise  of  his  fellow  officers.  Further  fighting  fol- 
lowed at  the  Vesle  and  on  the  Aisne,  and  always  without  the 
support  of  our  aeroplanes,  which  had  not  yet  begun  to  arrive 
in  numbers. 

Soon  after  the  start  of  the  Argonne  offensive  September 
26th,  Alfred,  noAv  in  command  of  his  Company,  found  him- 
self with  his  men  at  the  bottom  of  a  ravine,  with  the  Boches 
in  strong  well-concealed  machine-gun  positions  along  the 
top  of  the  hill.  A  frontal  attack,  i-egarded  as  suicidal  by 
Company,  Battalion  and  Regimental  officers,  was  ordered, 
and  Alfred,  knowing  it  was  sure  death,  advanced  at  the  head 
of  his  Company.     Encouraging  and  urging  his  men  forward 
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he  was  shot  through  the  head  and  instantly  killed  by  machine- 
gun  fire  before  he  had  gone  seventy-five  yards.  His  Division 
citation  reads : 

"1st  Lieut.  Alfred  W.  Gardner,  Co.  E.  305th  Infantry— 
who  in  the  Argonne  Forest  on  the  afternoon  of  October  3rd, 
1918,  in  an  attack  on  a  series  of  strong  German  machine- 
gun  nests,  with  utter  disregard  of  his  personal  danger,  led 
his  Company  up  the  steep  slope  of  a  ravine  in  the  face  of 
murderous  machine-gun  fire,  and  was  himself  killed  in  the 
action.  In  so  doing  he  afforded  the  men  of  his  command  an 
example  of  exceptional  devotion  to  duty  and  bravery  and 
self-sacrifice,  and  in  his  life  and  death  has  been  a  constant 
inspiration  to  his  men." 

In  March,  1919,  he  was  awarded  the  D.  S.  C.  for:  "ex- 
traordinary heroism  in  action  in  the  Argonne  Forest,  France, 
October  3,  1918.  Attacking  enemy  machine  gun  nests  he  dis- 
played the  highest  courage  when  he  led  his  company  up  a 
steep  slope  in  the  face  of  murderous  fire.  Before  he  could 
accomplish  his  objective  he  was  killed." 

He  died  as  he  had  lived,  like  all  true  leaders,  thinking  not 
of  himself  but  of  others,  respected,  and  loved  by  officers  and 
men  alike.  After  Alfred's  death  his  colonel  wrote  "I  think 
he  was  without  doubt  the  most  beloved  officer  in  the  regi- 
ment." This  is  the  soldier's  highest  compliment,  "for  a 
company  know  what  its  leader  is  made  of."  "His  course 
was  right  and  he  fought  to  the  end." 

In  his  life  and  in  his  death  Alfred  Gardner  typified  the 
very  best  of  young  American  manhood,  alert,  eager,  kindly, 
thoughtful  of  others,  and  full  of  that  courage  which  finally 
gave  us  the  victory  in  this  Great  War.  In  the  words  of  his 
striker  we  find  the  key  to  Alfred's  whole  career.  "His 
course  was  right  and  he  fought  to  the  end."  Who  can  say 
more  ? 
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The  military  career  of  Clifford  Henry  speaks  for  itself. 
His  very  character  is  revealed  in  it  more  clearly  and  more 
eloquently  than  in  any  writing  wliicli  his  friends  might  do 
now.  In  college  he  was  a  slow,  deliberate,  sure  person,  who 
never  spoke  before  he  thought  well  and  his  thinking  was 
usually  of  the  very  highest  kind.  There  was  a  certain  reserve 
about  him  which  kept  many  from  knowing  him  intimately, 
but  even  in  his  undergraduate  relations  there  was  periodically 
revealed  a  touch  of  indomitable  courage  and  iron  convictions 
Avhich  only  heroes  have.  He  could  not  be  a  flashy,  sensational 
hero ;  he  was  a  man  who  was  always  ready  for  the  situation 
which  was  presented.  His  mind  was  such  that  he  could  not 
entertain  a  thought  of  failure  and  in  no  phase  of  his  life 
did  he  even  approach  a  faulty  handling  of  a  job. 

He  was  born  on  June  28,  1896,  at  New  York  City  and  pre- 
pared for  college  at  Trinity  School.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Aeronautical  Society,  The  Weld  Boat  Club,  The  Smoker 
Committee,  and  a  Junior  Usher  on  Class  Day,  1917. 

After  being  a  member  of  the  Harvard  R.  O.  T.  C.  he  Avas 
sent  to  the  Army  Service  Schools  at  Fort  Leavenworth, 
Kansas,  on  November  26,  1917.  He  was  commissioned  2d 
lieutenant,  February  25,  1918,  and  assigned  to  the  46th  In- 
fantr}'.  He  was  stationed  at  Camp  Taylor  and  at  Camp 
Gordon,  at  which  camp  he  w^as  chief  bayonet  instructor.  He 
offered  his  services  to  take  replacement  troops  to  France  and 
sailed  on  July  17.  On  arriving  in  France  he  was  attached 
to  the  104th  Marines  but  when  he  found  that  this  would 
mean  police  duty  in  Paris  lie  asked  to  be  transferred.  On 
August  26th  he  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  102d  Infantry, 
26th  Division,  and  on  September  12  designated  officer  in 
command.  On  September  4  the  division  moved  up  to  Verdun 
and  took  up  its  position  for  the  St.  Mihiel  drive.  On  the 
night  of  September  13-14  he  led  a  party  of  skirmishers  and 
captured  a  German  outpost  and  at  Vigneulles  they  captured 
284    prisoners.     In    the    advance    of    September    14    he    was 
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wounded  severely  by  a  fragment  of  a  shell  which  killed  or 
wounded  50  of  the  officers  and  men.  He  died  on  October  17, 
1918,  at  Allerey.  He  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service 
Cross  with  the  following  citation : 

"For  extraordinary  heroism  on  September  14,  1918.  Dur- 
ing the  Saint-Mihiel  offensive,  although  mortally  wounded 
and  suffering  great  pain,  he  gave  information  for  the  disposi- 
tion of  his  men.  He  refused  first  aid  until  other  wounded 
men  had  been  taken  care  of." 

He  was  also  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre  with  the  follow- 
ing citation : 

"II  montrait  une  perseverance,  bravoure,  at  une  intelli- 
gence admirable  pendant  septembre  le  13  et  14,  1918,  a  Saint- 
Mihiel  en  personne  ferme  Ic  saillant  et  prenant  trois  cent 
prisonniers"  (general  order  of  the  Array). 
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In  a  memorial  life  of  George  Hollister  written  for  Middlesex 
School  by  his  brother,  a  i)ieture  of  George  is  given  as  a  young 
boy  witli  a  most  boaiitirul  smile,  running  around  with  his 
stoc'kinjis  falling  down.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  that 
picture  out  of  one's  mind.  There  never  was  a  man  in  college 
with  a  more  mature  mind  than  Geor<>e,  but  there  also  never 
was  one  more  filled  with  the  spirit  of  youth.  lie  was  in- 
genuous, trusting,  hopeful  and  idealistic  like  a  very  young 
boy;  he  was  thoughtful  and  reasonable  like  a  man  of  much 
experience.  But  always  the  boy.  One  saw  it  when  George 
steamed  by  on  his  bicycle  when  a  candidate  for  the  Crimson 
in  his  freshman  year  or  when  in  an  ecstasy  of  excitement  he 
made  his  preparations  for  leaving  to  join  the  American  Am- 
bulance. Not  a  rough-and-tumble  spirit.  His  youthfulness 
lay  in  a  purity,  never  prudish,  the  fact  of  being  unspoiled 
and  clean.  No  face  ever  had  more  magnetism ;  a  smile  of 
warmth  and  friendship  was  there  as  an  irresistible  force. 
Where  most  men  were  admired  and  respected,  George  was 
loved,  and  his  own  heart  was  capable  of  unstinted  love  and 
sympathy.  There  was  not  a  particle  of  snobbishness  about 
him;  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men  were  his  friends,  and 
yet  sincerity  and  genuineness  prompted  his  every  act. 

He  served  two  enlistments  in  the  American  Field  Service, 
Section  3,  from  March  22,  1916,  to  April  23,  1917,  with  the 
French  Army  on  the  Verdun  front.  He  was  awarded  the 
Croix  de  Guerre  with  the  following  citation: 

"S'est  touhours  distingue  par  son  devouement  et  son 
entrain,  particulierement  au  cours  des  evacuations  perilleuses 
du  22  juin  au  2  juillet  1916  operees  parune  route  continuelle- 
ment  bomlDardee. " 

After  his  second  term  of  enlistment  had  expired  he  went 
with  the  French  Army  to  Macedonia  in  the  Ambulance  Corps. 
On  his  way  home  in  1917  war  was  declared  and  he  determined 
to  enter  the  regular  army  immediately.  He  spent  four  weeks 
at  Harvard  in  intensive  training  and  then  went  to  the  Pro- 
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visional  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan- 
sas. He  was  commissioned  Second  Lieutenant  February  25, 
1918,  and  assigned  to  Company  A,  61st  Infantry,  5th  Division 
on  March  11th.  He  went  to  France  in  April.  He  participated 
in  the  following  engagements :  Anould  sector,  Saint-Die 
sector,  and  Saint-Mihiel  offensive.  He  was  killed  in  action 
on  October  12,  1918. 
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Ronald  Wood  Iloskier  was  born  March  21,  1896,  at  South 
Orange,  New  Jersej',  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H,  C.  Hoskier. 
Entering  St,  George's  School  in  1909  he  spent  the  next  five 
years  of  his  life  among  friends  who  will  always  remember 
his  splendid  nature — one  which  never  failed  to  impress  all 
who  came  in  contact  with  him.  He  was  quiet,  reserved,  full 
of  determination  and  possessed  the  highest  moral  and  phy.sical 
courage.  One  immediately  jierceived  in  liim  the  ability  to 
overcome  the  most  difficult  obstacles.  It  was  in  February, 
1916,  after  but  a  year  and  a  half  at  Harvard,  that  he  said 
good-bye  to  his  classmates  and  sailed  for  France.  During 
his  short  period  of  undergraduate  life  he  showed  every  prom- 
ise of  making  a  name  for  himself.  He  was  thoroughly  liked 
and  highly  respected  by  all  who  knew  him;  an  excellent 
fencer  and  golfer,  an  advocate  of  the  best  in  sport  and  litera- 
ture, diligent  and  always  modest.  His  departure  for  the 
war  was  typical  of  him.  If  there  was  ever  a  thought  of  the 
sacrifice  or  the  danger  he  never  mentioned  it  to  even  his 
closest  friends.  Tlie  idea  that  it  was  his  duty  predominated 
everything. 

Shortly  after  his  arrival  on  the  other  side  he  joined  the 
Lafayette  Escadrille.  His  training  period  was  spent  at 
Dijon,  during  which  he  made  remarkable  progress  and  was 
promoted  to  a  sergeaney  and  breveted  pilot.  Later  the 
Escadrille  moved  to  Ham,  where  he  met  his  death  eleven 
months  later  on  the  23rd  of  April,  1917,  in  a  desperate  fight 
against  three  enemy  machines.  His  machine  gun  had  been 
emptied,  his  observer's  not  quite,  bearing  mute  evidence  that 
the  best  had  been  done  and  given  against  overwhelming  odds. 

The  Croix  de  Guerre  with  palm  was  awarded  him  with  the 
following  citation:  "Citoyen  americain,  engage  au  service 
de  la  France.  Veritable  ame  d 'elite  pour  sa  bravoure  et  son 
esprit  de  sacrifice.  E.st  tonibc  le  23  avi'il  aprcs  une  heroique 
defense,  dans  un  combat  contre  trois  appareils  ennemis."  As 
a  last  tribute  at  his  funeral  his  Commanding  Officer,  Captain 
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Thenault,  in  speaking  of  him,  said,  ' '  Cetait  une  nature  droite, 
une  ame  intelligente,  eprise  d 'ideal  et  de  beaute, "  words 
which  are  an  echo  of  the  feelings  of  all  who  had  the  great 
good  fortune  to  have  had  him  as  a  friend. 
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John  Lester  Hubbard  was  born  on  November  9,  1895,  at 
New  Roehelle,  New  York.  lie  prepared  for  college  at  Moses 
Brown  Seliool,  Providence.  In  college  he  was  a  person  who 
loved  athletics  of  all  kinds,  but  as  is  so  often  the  case  his 
physique  was  such  he  just  missed  the  university  major  sport 
teams.  This,  however,  had  no  effect  on  his  love  for  the  game, 
or  his  enthusiasm,  as  was  sliown  by  his  faithful  and  splendid 
work  on  a  scrub  Freshman  football  team.  He  later  was  on  the 
university  gymnasium  s(juad  and  on  the  university  lacrosse 
team. 

Two  points  in  his  character  endeared  him  to  many  friends : 
A  quiet  dignified  enthusiasm  which  never  left  him  in  any- 
thing he  undertook,  and  a  delightful  sense  of  humor  flexible 
enough  to  be  often  directed  against  himself. 

When  war  broke  out  Hubbard  went  about  military  busi- 
ness with  great  seriousness  of  purpose,  but  the  naive  point 
of  view  that  the  whole  thing  was  a  thrilling  amusing  ex- 
perience. The  forces  which  drew  many  in  college  near  to 
him  had  the  same  effect  in  the  army.  His  unusual  ability 
as  an  aviator  commanded  the  respect  of  all  his  fellow  officers, 
but  what  was  much  more  important  to  him,  his  great  charm 
made  these  same  officers  his  friends. 

He  entered  the  first  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Plattsburg 
in  May,  1917,  and  in  August  transferred  to  the  School  of 
Military  Aeronautics  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology as  a  private  1st  class  Aviation  Signal  Corps,  He 
graduated  as  an  honor  man  and  in  October  he  sailed  for 
France  to  receive  his  final  training.  This  training  he  re- 
ceived at  the  French  School  of  Military  Aviation  at  Avord, 
at  the  2d  Aviation  Instruction  Center,  Tours,  at  the  Aerial 
Gunnery  School,  Cazaux,  and  at  the  3d  Aviation  Instruction 
Center,  Issoudun.  On  May  13th,  1918,  he  was  commissioned 
First  Lieutenant  Air  Service,  Military  Aeronautics,  and  Avas 
attached  to  the  10th  Aero  Squadron.  He  died  as  the  result 
of  an  airplane  accident  on  August  18,  1918,  at  Issoudun. 
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In  the  fall  of  1914  there  came  together  on  the  fourth  floor 
of  Entry  A,  in  James  Smith  Hall,  six  Freshmen  from  all 
over  the  country.  There  were  two  from  Rhode  Island,  one 
from  Massachusetts,  one  from  Texas,  and  two  from  New 
York.  One  of  these  last  was  a  tall  blond  youth,  who  went 
by  the  name  of  Pete  Johnson. 

The  son  of  a  Harvard  man,  Pete  had  prepared  for  Harvard 
at  Albany  Academy,  a  school  in  which  military  training  was 
taught.  Hence  it  was  only  natural  that  he  should  become 
interested  in  military  affairs.  As  his  war  record  shows,  he 
became  an  officer  in  the  Machine  Gun  Company  of  the  8th 
Massachusetts  Infantry,  in  the  formation  of  which  he  was 
vitally  interested.  In  the  spring  of  1916,  he  was  called  to 
duty  on  the  Mexican  border,  having  by  that  time  become 
Sergeant,  and,  for  a  short  time.  First  Sergeant.  Soon  he 
became  Second  Lieutenant,  and  went  overseas  as  such. 

A  taciturn  man  in  public,  in  private  he  was  a  most  delight- 
ful person.  He  used  to  keep  an  audience  of  half  a  dozen  or 
so  in  an  uproar  with  tales  of  his  adventures  on  the  Mexican 
Border  and  elsewhere.  By  the  time  he  was  called  into  service, 
near  the  end  of  his  Junior  year,  he  had  done  enough  col- 
legiate work  to  be  entitled  to  his  "War  Degree,"  which  was 
granted  to  him,  post  mortem.  In  his  sophomore  year  he  be- 
came a  member  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  and  continued 
in  that  fraternity  until  he  left  college. 

Pete  was  an  only  son,  and  his  comradeship  with  his  father 
was  beautiful  to  see.  They  were  real  "pals."  One  would 
have  thought  them  brothers  rather  than  father  and  son.  It 
seemed  as  if  each  understood  the  other  perfectly  and  left 
nothing  to  the  imagination  of  the  other. 

When  those  of  us  who  knew  him  saw  the  notice  of  his 
death,  we  were  much  saddened  by  the  news.  We  realized 
that  we  had  lost  a  real  friend,  one  who  resented  any  impu- 
tation of  falsehood  or  evil,  a  man  of  few  words  and  a  few 
real  friends,   for  not  many  knew  him  well  enough  to  get 
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behind  the  reserve  ^vith  which  he  surrounded  himself  in 
public.  He  did  not  wait  to  be  called,  but  went,  voluntarily, 
lonof  before  he  was  needed,  and  in  the  most  danj^erous  branch 
of  the  service.  His  record,  part  of  wliicii  I  have  already 
cited,  is  that  of  one  who  went  to  France,  like  so  many  others, 
with  hiorh  hopes  of  winning  the  victory  he  did  not  live  to 
see.  I  should  like  to  add  the  last  part  of  that  record  to  this 
brief  sketch  of  his  college  life.  "His  Junior  year  at  college 
was  interrupted  in  May  by  the  mobilization  of  his  regiment, 
and  he  was  sent  to  Camp  Bartlett  at  Westfield.  The  8th 
Massachusetts  Infantry  was  federalized  in  July,  1917,  and 
its  Machine  Gun  Company  was  designated  Company  B,  103rd 
Machine  Gun  Battalion,  26th  Division.  He  went  to  France 
in  October.  He  was  killed  on  July  18,  1918,  while  looking 
for  sites  for  his  machine  guns  in  a  village  which  he  had  just 
reached  in  the  advance."

Robert  Morss  Lovett  prepared  for  Harvard  at  Phillips 
Andover  Academy.  Before  going  to  Andover  he  spent  two 
years  at  a  private  seliool  in  Germany — the  Institut  Roemer 
in  Munich. 

As  a  boy  and  a. young  man  he  possessed  great  personal 
charm.  He  was  intellectually  and  physically  fearless;  and 
at  the  same  time  among  his  marked  characteristics  were  his 
gentle  manners,  his  genuine  modesty,  and  his  consideration 
in  act  and  speech  for  the  feelings  and  comfort  of  others.  He 
was  singularly  free  from  prejudice  and  intolerance.  He  had 
a  genius  for  friendship,  and  his  circle  of  friends  included 
widely  differing  types. 

He  preferred  an  active  and  an  outdoor  life  to  one  of  study. 
At  school  in  Munich  he  excelled  the  German  boys  in  their 
own  sports.  He  was  captain  of  the  school  "Deutschball" 
team  which  won  the  championship  of  Bavaria.  He  was  a 
precocious  mountaineer.  At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  climbed 
the  Matterhorn  with  his  father  whom  he  accompanied  on  long 
mountain  excursions  during  vacations.  He  was  less  am- 
bitious about  his  studies  in  those  days.  He  took  lightly  the 
rigid  discipline  of  the  German  school.  He  played  an  occa- 
sional practical  joke  on  the  masters.  They  punished  him  with 
blows  on  the  cheek ;  but  liked  him  none  the  less. 

At  Harvard  lacrosse  was  his  main  athletic  interest.  There, 
too,  he  regarded  his  studies  as  not  of  first  importance.  He 
w^as  ahvaj's  ready  to  spend  an  hour  conversing  with  a  friend. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Plattsburg 
in  May,  1917 — towards  the  end  of  his  Junior  year.  In  August 
he  received  his  commission  as  Second  Lieutenant,  and  the  fol- 
lowing month  sailed  for  France,  assigned  to  Company  C  of 
the  103rd  Regiment  of  Infantry,  26th  Division.  He  took 
part  in  the  fighting  about  the  Chemin  des  Dames  and  La 
Reine  sectors.  He  was  killed  in  the  Chateau  Thierry  offen- 
sive. German  machine-gun  bullets  struck  hiin  down  while  he 
was  leading  his  men  across  an  open  field  in  a  desperate 
attack.  He  died  July  18,  1918,  and  was  buried  near  the 
village  of  Bouresche. 
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Jlames!  palacfte 

Man  can  have  notlnng  better  said  of  him  than  tliat  he  Avill 
be  remembered  and  loved  long  after  he  is  gone.  This  is  very 
true  of  Pabche.  He  prepared  in  the  West,  and,  being  still 
a  little  young  to  get  tlie  most  out  of  four  years  at  a  large 
college,  he  went  to  Trinity  College  at  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
for  a  year. 

His  enthusiasm  -was  unbounded,  always  evident  in  Avork 
or  play.  He  was  brilliant  in  the  branches  of  study  of  which 
lie  was  fond,  especially  History  and  Government,  but  he  never 
emphasized  his  work  to  tlie  exclusion  of  other  less  serious 
things.  He  loved  companionship.  His  wit,  charm  and  good 
humor  made  him  ever  welcome.  Tbe  wonderful  twinkle  in 
his  eye,  his  cheery  greeting,  and  his  pleasant  laugh  never 
could  be  forgotten.  He  is  a  great  loss  to  his  class  and  to 
Harvard. 

He  attended  the  first  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Platts- 
burg  and  also  the  second,  to  receive  special  training.  In 
November,  1917,  he  was  commissioned  Second  Lieutenant  In- 
fantry, but  was  not  assigned.  He  went  to  France  in  January, 
1918,  and  was  assigned  to  Company  E,  18th  Infantry,  1st 
Division,  in  March.  He  was  killed  in  action  May  15,  1918, 
at  Cantigny.  AVhile  mortally  wounded,  he  continued  to  fight 
and  in  so  doing  he  greatly  encouraged  and  inspired  his  men. 
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Cf)arle0  parket  HepnoIDss 

Charles  Parker  Reynolds  was  born  August  26tli,  1896,  at 
Milton,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Rey- 
nolds, of  Boston.  During  his  six  years  at  Milton  Academy, 
in  preparation  for  Harvard,  he  became  greatly  respected  and 
admired  for  his  high  ideals,  sincerity,  courage,  and  devotion 
to  the  interests  of  the  school.  In  his  first  class  year  he 
attained  the  highest  honors  of  the  school — head  monitor  and 
captain  of  the  football  team.  At  college  he  was  a  strong 
advocate  of  preparedness  and  he  set  an  example  by  joining 
Battery  A,  1st  Massachusetts  Field  Artillery,  during  his 
Freshman  year.  Witli  this  organization  he  saw  service  on 
the  ^lexican  border  during  the  summer  and  fall  of  1916. 

His  ability  as  a  soldier  soon  caused  him  to  be  promoted 
to  a  sergeant  and  shortly  after  America  entered  the  war  he 
was  one  of  the  first  enlisted  members  of  the  Battery  to  re- 
ceive a  commission — a  Second  Lieutenancy  on  ^lay  Ttli,  1917. 
September,  1917,  saw  liim  on  his  way  to  France  with  Battery 
B,  101st  Field  Artillery,  26th  Division,  where,  after  an  in- 
tensive training  in  the  use  of  the  French  "75,"  he  entered 
the  actual  fighting  on  the  famous  Chemin  des  Dames  in 
February,  1918.  By  this  time  he  had  become  a  First  Lieu- 
tenant and  as  such  he  was  firing  executive  of  his  Battery 
through  the  strenuous  days  of  the  Toul  Sector.  At  the  end 
of  June  the  Division  was  sent  to  relieve  the  Second  Division 
before  Belleau  Woods  and  Chateau  Thierry  and  here  he  was 
detailed  to  Regimental  Headquarters  as  Assistant  Opera- 
tions Officer. 

Throughout  the  trying  days  that  followed,  through  the 
attacks  and  counter-attacks  of  the  Aisne-Marne  Offensive, 
Reynolds  helped  plan  and  coordinate  the  fire  of  the  Artillery 
in  a  most  efficient  and  commendable  manner.  Casualties 
among  superior  officers  not  infrequently  caused  him  to  assume 
new  duties  and  on  one  occasion  he  was  sent  forward  to  his 
old  Battery  B  to  command  it  for  four  days  in  Belleau  Woods 
in  the  first  jump  off  of  the  great  drive.    The  Battery  during 
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most  of  tliis  time  was  exposed  to  heavy  shell  fire  which  made 
liaison  almost  impossible  and  threw  him  upon  his  own  initia- 
tive and  judgment. 

After  a  brief  rest  period  in  August,  the  2Gth  Division  again 
returned  to  the  lines,  this  time  to  help  cut  oft'  the  St.  Mihiel 
salient.  Rej-nolds,  in  the  meantime,  had  been  transferred 
to  Brigade  Head(iuarters  as  Operations  Officer,  and  in  this 
position  he  helped  direct  the  Artillery  attack  through  the 
St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  Offensives.  His  ability,  per- 
sonality' and  calm  judgment  in  dit^cult  situations  were  always 
evident  and  soon  resulted  in  his  promotion  to  Captain.  After 
the  Armistice  he  went  back  with  the  Division  to  the  rest  area 
near  Montigny  le  Hoi.  He  had  been  thoroughly  tired  out 
and  run  doAvn  for  some  time  and  was  only  just  starting  to 
get  back  into  shape  when  he  became  stricken  with  pneu- 
monia. He  was  in  no  condition  to  resist  it  and  on  January 
19th,  1919,  our  class  suft'ered  one  of  its  most  irreparable 
losses  in  his  death.  He  was  buried  with  full  military  honors 
in  the  American  Cemetery  at  Langres.  He  was  cited  in 
General  Orders,  General  Headquarters,  A.  E.  F. :  "For 
gallantry  in  action  near  Courpoil,  France,  July  24tli,  1918, 
while  making  a  reconnaissance  for  location  of  enemy  posi- 
tions and  our  front  lines.'' 

Of  a  rather  serious  turn  of  mind  and  always  ready  to  stand 
by  what  he  believed  to  be  right  Reynolds  stood  out  at  Har- 
vard as  a  man  who  Avas  ever  actuated  b}-  the  highest  motives 
and  as  President  of  Phillips  Brooks  House  he  filled  a  position 
for  which  his  strong  personality  was  admirably  suited.  His 
death  terminated  a  splendid  army  record  and  lost  to  this 
country  a  man  who  was  bound  to  succeed  in  whatever  he 
undertook. 
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Pbilip  ji3etolJ0lD  IRftinelantier 

Philip  Rhinelander,  true  to  his  family,  came  to  Harvard 
having  already  acquired  a  charm  of  manner  and  a  polite- 
ness of  bearing  which  many  men  never  acquire,  and  few  as 
early  as  he.  Cheerful,  bright,  and  modest,  association  with 
him  was  always  the  pleasantest.  Somewhat  youthful  at  the 
start  to  be  appreciated  by  those  who  saw  him  little,  his  popu- 
larity was  steadily  on  the  increase  during  his  two  years  at 
Harvard.  He  is  one  of  those  of  whom  Harvard  should  be 
proudest  and  for  whom  France  has  the  highest  feeling  of 
respect  and  appreciation,  one  of  those  who  saw  his  duty  be- 
fore his  OAvn  country  entered  the  Avar. 

With  the  American  Field  Service,  as  an  ambulance  driver, 
Philip  Rhinelander  saw  service  with  the  French  Army  on 
the  Vosges  front  from  July  1,  1916,  to  January  1,  1917,  and 
with  the  Frencli  Army  on  the  Balkan  front  from  January 
1  to  July  11,  1917.  On  returning  to  France  in  July  he  imme- 
diately enlisted  in  the  Aviation  Section,  Signal  Corps,  and 
was  detailed  to  2nd  Aviation  Instruction  Center,  Tours.  On 
October  31  he  was  breveted  pilot  and  detailed  to  3rd  Aviation 
Instruction  Center,  Issoudun.  He  Avas  commissioned  First 
Lieutenant,  Aviation  Section,  and  he  received  furtlier  instruc- 
tion at  various  French  Camps,  including  a  special  course  of 
training  in  bombing  at  Clermont-Ferrand.  About  September 
3rd  he  went  to  the  front  Avith  the  20th  Aero  Squadron,  1st 
Bombardment  Group.  During  the  battle  of  St.  Mihiel  he 
Avas  a  member  of  a  group  of  five  planes  detailed  for  special 
reconnaissance  dutA'.  On  September  26th  he  had  been  on 
a  bombing  raid  upon  Dun-sur-Meuse  and  Avas  on  his  Avay 
back  to  the  American  lines  Avhen  he  was  surrounded  by  a 
number  of  German  planes  three  times  larger  than  the  Ameri- 
can formation.  He  Avas  killed  in  action  over  Murville, 
France.  He  Avas  officially  credited  Avith  the  destruction  of 
one  enemy  airplane.

Henry  Simpson  Avas  born  October  14,  1895,  at  New  York 
City.  He  prepared  for  Harvard  at  Eton  College,  England. 
His  intimate  associations  Avith  England  and  his  love  for  that 
country  kept  him  from  spending  more  tlian  a  fraction  of  one 
year  in  Harvard,  so  tiiat  aside  from  a  few  friendships  made 
before  he  came  to  Harvard  he  was  not  widely  known  in  his 
class.  His  heroic  military  career,  however,  will  make  his 
name  always  remembered  by  the  entire  class.  He  belonged 
to  that  advanced  guard  which  answered  the  call  of  duty 
long  before  there  was  a  more  obvious  obligation.  The  war 
to  him  was  an  issue  of  morality  and  of  the  finest  sentiment, 
and  he  did  not  hesitate  a  moment  in  taking  his  place  as  a 
combatant. 

Soon  after  war  was  declared  in  1914  he  went  to  England 
and  entered  Sandhurst  Military  College.  He  was  commis- 
sioned Second  Lieutenant  British  Army  and  assigned  to  the 
6th  (Inniskilling)  Dragoons.  He  was  transferred  to  the  Royal 
Flying  Corps,  British  Army,  as  Second  Lieutenant  on  Jan- 
uary 5,  1915.  After  receiving  training  at  Upavon,  Wiltshire, 
and  at  Shoreham,  Sussex,  he  was  sent  to  the  front.  He  Avas 
assigned  to  the  9th  Squadron,  Royal  Flying  Corps,  and  was 
at  the  front  for  ten  months.  While  on  leave  in  England  he 
was  severely  injured  in  saving  the  life  of  a  fellow  officer  in 
a  runaway  accident  and  was  laid  up  for  several  months.  He 
returned  to  the  front  and  on  January  5th,  1916,  he  was 
mentioned  in  despatches  for  his  daring  flying  and  splendid 
work  in  the  field.  He  broke  down  and  Avas  invalided  to 
England.  He  was  killed,  on  December  20,  1916,  at  Joyce's 
Green,  England,  while  testing  a  new  speed  scout  machine. 
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Rector  e^iUiam  Crelile 

Hector  Treble  was  born  at  Buffalo,  X.  Y.,  September  10, 
1896.  He  prepared  for  colleD-e  at  Lafayette  High  School, 
and  spent  two  years  in  Cambridge  as  an  undergraduate. 
Treble  was  essentially  a  scholar  and  led  a  quiet  life,  applying 
himself  diligently  to  his  work.  He  held  the  New  York  State 
Scholarship  in  the  Class  of  1918.  He  was  a  person  of  bril- 
liant intellectual  prospects,  and  there  was  a  thoroughness 
about  his  work  which  put  him  far  toward  the  top  in  academic 
activities.  After  leaving  Cambridge  he  spent  two  years  at 
Canisrus  College. 

He  enrolled  in  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve  Force  on  August 
19,  1918,  with  the  rating  of  chief  quartermaster,  and  was 
assigned  to  the  Naval  Aviation  Detachment,  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology.  He  died  at  the  Chelsea  Naval  Hos- 
pital of  pneumonia  on  September  30,  1918.

It  is  through  such  men  as  William  Leo  Walker  that  Harvard 
has  a  just  claim  to  a  position  as  a  national  university.  Walker 
entered  college  from  Corydon,  Iowa,  and  he  brought  Avith 
him  all  that  was  finest  from  that  Middle  West  country.  He 
was  a  big  person  in  every  way,  big  in  stature  and  big  in 
heart  and  mind.  He  held  tlie  Charles  Elliott  Perkins'  Schol- 
arship and  his  work  throughout  college  was  of  the  highest 
order.  Walker  was  a  frank,  straight  from  the  shoulder  per- 
son, to  whom  sincerity  meant  everything.  Giving  nothing 
but  truth  and  honor  in  his  associations,  he  demanded  the 
same  from  all  who  were  with  him,  and  his  presence  brought 
him  just  what  he  demanded.  Walker  was  truly  an  inspiring 
person,  with  his  complete  lack  of  sliam  and  dissembling.  His 
generosity  and  openness  of  mind  distinguished  him ;  to  have 
been  mean  or  false  in  the  slightest  degree  would  have  been 
for  him  organically  impossible. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Aviation  Section,  Signal  Corps,  as  a 
private  on  December  5,  1917,  and  he  was  called  to  active 
duty  on  March  27,  1918.  At  first  he  was  detailed  to  the 
Ground  School  at  Berkeley,  California,  and  in  June  he  was 
stationed  at  Mather  Field,  California,  for  flying  instruction. 
He  received  his  commission  as  Second  Lieutenant,  Air  Service, 
Military  Aeronautics,  on  October  22,  and  was  detailed  to 
Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma.  He  had  been  home  for  Thanksgiving 
and  was  returning  to  Fort  Sill  when  he  was  stricken  with 
influenza  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  He  died  of  pneumonia 
on  December  10,  1918,  at  Kansas  City.

Aaron  Davis  "Weld  was  bom  September  1st,  1896,  in 
Boston,  Mass.  After  attending  Noble  and  Greenougb  School 
he  entered  Harvard  in  the  fall  of  1914,  where  he  remained 
till  the  end  of  his  Junior  year.  He  was  commissioned  First 
Lieutenant  Infantry  on  November  27th,  1917,  npon  the  com- 
pletion of  his  course  at  the  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Platts- 
burg  during  the  summer  of  1917.  Later,  after  being  detailed 
to  the  Casual  Detention  Camp,  Camp  Mei*ritt,  N.  J.,  as  officer- 
in-charge,  he  sailed  for  France  August  2nd,  1918,  having 
been  assigned  to  Company  C,  163rd  Infanti-y,  42nd  Division. 
On  September  21st  he  transferred  to  Company  I,  7th  In- 
fantry, 3rd  Division,  and  Avas  killed  in  action  October  11th, 
1918,  at  Cunel  Wood  during  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive. 

All  who  came  into  contact  with  Weld  could  not  but  be 
impressed  l)y  his  tremendous  energy  and  enthusiasm  in  every- 
thing he  did.  Possessing  a  brilliant  mind  he  won  the  Har- 
vard College  Scholarship  in  1915-1916,  and  in  1916-1917, 
and  in  addition  found  time  to  enter  fully  into  college  activi- 
ties. He  was  on  the  Freshman  baseball  squad,  a  member  of 
the  Freshman  Red  Book  and  Freshman  Finance  Committees, 
and  Assistant  Manager  of  the  University  Tennis  Team.  He 
was  perhaps  one  of  the  most  cheerful  men  in  his  class  and 
was  always  ready  to  help  others  in  difficulty  over  their  studies. 
Everything  he  did  he  did  well  and  one  always  felt  that  he 
gave  the  very  best  that  was  in  him  at  all  times.  The  giving 
of  his  life  in  the  Avar  Avas  in  perfect  keeping  with  that  par- 
ticular side  of  his  refreshing  personality.

In  scliool,  college,  and  in  the  army,  Bert  Williams  always 
displayed  a  quality  of  real  leadership.  He  was  born  Septem- 
ber 11,  1896,  at  Cambridge,  and  prepared  for  college  at  Mid- 
dlesex School.  Nature  gave  him  a  thoroughly  charming  per- 
sonality, which  with  an  active  and  almost  prophetic  mind 
made  him  stand  out  among  liis  classmates  from  the  very  first 
days  of  his  Freshman  year.  America's  part  in  the  war  was 
a  reality  to  him  long  before  the  fornuil  declaration,  and  he 
had  contributed  a  real  bit  of  service  to  France  before  he  had 
enlisted  in  the  American  military  forces.  With  a  great  per- 
sonal magnetism,  and  with  the  faculty  of  doing  in  advance 
what  others  were  certain  to  do  after,  his  life  had  a  great 
influence  upon  his  friends,  and  wherever  he  was  he  had  a 
large  group  of  most  intimate  and  admiring  friends.  A  stern 
sense  of  duty  did  not  prevent  him  from  being  a  most  agree- 
able and  jovial  companion.  There  was  a  mixture  of  qualities 
in  his  character  which  rounded  out  an  almost  perfect  life. 

From  February  to  September,  1916,  he  was  with  the  Nor- 
ton-Harjes  Ambulance  Corps,  Section  5,  with  the  French 
Army  on  the  Verdun  front ;  his  section  received  honorable 
mention  from  the  French  Army  for  faithful  work  near  Ver- 
dun. He  returned  to  college  for  the  year  1916-1917  and  in 
August  he  enlisted  in  the  Aviation  Section,  Signal  Corps, 
as  a  private,  1st  class.  He  was  detailed  to  the  School  of 
Military  Aeronautics  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, and  in  October,  1917,  he  went  to  France.  In  Decem- 
ber he  was  promoted  sergeant  and  detailed  to  the  3rd  Aviation 
Instruction  Center  at  Issoudun,  to  the  School  of  Aerial  Ob- 
servers at  Gondrecourt  in  February,  later  to  the  2nd  Avia- 
tion Instruction  Center  at  Tours.  He  was  commissioned  First 
Lieutenant,  Air  Service,  Military  Aeronautics,  May  13,  1918, 
and  detailed  to  the  Aerial  Gunnery  School  at  Cazaux,  to  the 
Bombing  School,  7th  Aviation  Instruction  Center  at  Cler- 
mont-Ferrand, on  June  17th.  On  September  1st  he  was  as- 
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signed  to  the  96th  Aero  Squadron,  1st  Bombardment  Group, 
and  was  sent  to  the  front.  He  and  his  pilot  were  killed  in 
action  September  13,  1918,  at  St.-Mihiel,  France,  and  they 
were  buried  at  Charey.

David  Trautman  Schwartz  died  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  on 
May  5,  1922,  He  was  born  on  December  23,  1895,  at  New 
Orleans  and  prepared  for  college  there  at  The  Newman 
Manual  Training  School.  Before  coming  to  Harvard  he 
spent  a  year  at  Tulane  University.  He  was  at  Cambridge 
three  years,  1915  to  1918,  and  received  the  degree  of  A.B. 
Since  college,  he  had  been  in  business  with  Schwartz  Brothers, 
Ltd.,  at  New  Orleans. 
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Elisha  Whittlesey  died  in  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  on  March  14, 
1922,  after  a  long  illness.  He  was  born  on  February  6,  1892, 
at  Florence,  Wisconsin,  but  his  family  moved  to  Pittsfield 
soon  after  his  birth  and  he  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  life 
there.  Tim,  as  he  was  known  at  Cambridge,  prepared  for 
college  at  Pittsfield  High  School  and  Andover.  He  was  in 
college  three  and  a  half  years  as  an  undergraduate,  receiving 
the  degree  of  A.B.  In  1917  he  drove  a  camion  in  the  Ameri- 
can Field  Service  in  France.  During  the  summer  of  1918 
he  worked  as  a  day  laborer  in  the  government  shipyards  in 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.  He  had  a  very  delicate  heart  and  was 
rejected  in  applying  for  every  branch  of  the  service  during 
the  war,  but  his  energy  and  patriotism  would  not  let  him  sit 
idly  by. 

After  the  armistice  in  1918  Tim  came  back  to  Cambridge 
and  entered  the  Graduate  Business  School.  He  received  his 
degree  of  M.B.A.  in  1921.  He  went  directly  to  New  York 
and  entered  the  firm  of  Case,  Pomeroy  &  Co.,  as  a  statistician, 
in  which  occupation  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  college  Tim  showed  an  unusual  literary  talent.  He 
was  an  editor  both  of  the  Monthly  and  the  Advocate  and 
wrote  a  great  deal  of  beautiful  verse.  He  had  a  delightfully 
strong  and  stubborn  intellect  and  as  an  undergraduate  was 
a  charming  person  in  any  discussion.  His  quaint  manner,  his 
cheerfulness,  and  his  idealism  eiideared  him  to  many,  for  he 
had  all  the  qualities  of  a  perfect  companion.  He  was  a  most 
loyal  and  enthusiastic  member  of  the  class,  never  allowing 
himself  to  get  out  of  touch  with  undergraduate  activities  and 
intensely  interested  in  anything  to  do  with  Harvard.
